OTTAWA, Dec. 20.—The catch of 
sea fish during the month of Novem- 
ber in the whole of Canada totalled to 
the value of $2,145,240 at the point 
of landing, according to a statement 
issued by the department of the naval 
service today. In November last year

by the fact that prices paid to fisher- 
men this Year are much higher than 
they were last year. “A comparison of | 
the price paid for two staple fishes, 
cod and haddock, now arid in Novem- 
ber of the pre-war year, 1913, shows 
an increase of 85 per cent for cod and 
114 per cent for haddock. 

On the Atlantic coast fishing was 
earried on during November under | 
rather undesirable weather conditions, 
and as a consequence the quantity 
landed is barely equal to that of a 
year ago. Total catch of cod; had- 
dock, hake and pollock in Eastern 
Canada during November amounted 
to 100,564 hundredweights, which is |

Superintendenis of departments and 
other city officials are forwarding te 
the commissioners their views on what 
charter amendments are required.
